and  who  bk.M  ii. ii long  so  well  as  to  in- 
vade the  rights  which  the  formal  assignment 
■  •I  :t  man  by  betrothal  or  marriage  has  be- 
Ste)Srad  «in  another  woman  Iu  a  society  like 
our-:,  where  women  are  so  greatly  in  excess 
of  no  n,  poachers  necessarily  abound;  and 
»t.  can  not  enter  a  drawing  room  where  we 
do  nol  find  them  plying  their  vocation, 
making  pleasant  sport  enough  for  Ihe  hus- 
bands, if  but  meager  entertainment  for  the 
wives.  Hut  a  poacher  who  knows  her  busi- 
ness, and  prefers  a  snug  and  safe  corner  to 
..ne  that  lias  in  ire  dash  and  excitement  and 
triumphal  erhtl,  but  also  more  danger,  is 
careful  not  to  carry  on  her  game  too  openly; 
and,  above  all.  she  is  careful  uotto  offend  the 
wife.  On  the  contrary,  a  poacher  of  the  wary 
kind  i.s  the  BftfsYs  most  intimate  friend  and 
with  an  eye  to  future  indemnification  and 
the  cleverest  method  of  laying  foundations 
is  always  ready  to  devote  herself  to  her  when 
the  asuhasnl  is  absent  or  engaged.  Of  course 
he  lias  a  stupid  time  of  it,  but  then  there  are 
arid  tracts  everywhere,  and  making  the  bricks 
for  a  future  pyramid  is  by  no  means  the 
liveliest  part  of  the  proceeding.  Her  method 
i-  wise  if  not  amusing;  for  by  it  she  hood- 
winks both  society  and  the  wife  for  a  time, 
and  under  cover  of  a  masked  battery  makes 
<o  much  the  better  practice.  It  is  only  by 
slow  degrees  that  the  wife  finds  out  the  real

a  friend,  is  in  reality  the  kiss  of  a  betrayer 
The  poacher  is  frequently  a  young  lady  of 
i  It  manners  and  gushing  tendencies  ; 
strict  in  theoretical  morals  when  she  can  he 
brought  to  book,  but  notorious  for  a  certain 
vagueness,  which  can  neither  foresee  conse- 
quence; nor  calculate  effects.  Intending  no 
evil,  i  o  she  says — and  we  are  bound  to  take 
her  at  her  word — she  does,  undoubtedly,  al- 
low herself  very  considerable  latitude;  and 
her  manners  to  men,  though  pretty  and  un- 
deniably taking,  would  be  risky  even  for 
Ar  i.tlia,  where  all  men  are  pure  and  nil 
women  innocent.  But  for  sinful,  passionate 
Kngland.  where  our  very  chits  know  more 
than  is  good  for  them,  and  our  full-blown 
dowagers  have  ferreted  out  every  secret  of 
.  Lee,  i  Ley  are  even  more  than  risky.  So  soon 
SS  lo  r  friend  is  eugaged  or  married  she  takes 
up  quite  a  sisterly  tone  toward  the  preserve, 
assuming  that  his  state  makes  him  something 
galas  different  from  the  ordinary  man,  and 
that  henceforth  he  is  safe  and  she  may  be 
I.e.-  She  gets  into  the  way  of  calliug  him 
'  dear"  and  ''old,"  as  the  still  more  distinct 
assumption  of  aisterliuess;  and  she  generally 
kisses  him  when  she  sees  him.  As  she  kisses 
i  brother,  she  says,  if  this  unusual,  though 
pleasant  habit  ol  hers  is  objected  to  by  the 
saors  conventional  of  her  friends,  whom  die 
calls  ill-natured  and  suspicious.  Besides,  is 
not  the  wife  standing  by  while  this  interesting 
little  ceremony  is  about?  And  what  harm 
i  an  there  be  in  it  if  she  sees  it,  and  does  not 
ol.ject.'  All  very  well;  but  the  wife  is  not 
always  standing  by,  and  the  chances  are — 
human  nature  being  but  a  ricketty  concern 
at  the  beat  thai  the  ceremony  which  is  so 
innocent  in  her  presence  acquires  a  somewhat 
different  tone  and  flavor  in  her  absence. 
:'his,  of  course,  the  poacher  will  not  admit  - 
indeed,  passionately  denies;  but  then  poach 
ti  MTOt  do  confess  their  trade,  and  their 
l r-nares  ami  traps  are  for  anything  but  unlaw- 
ful game. 

If  the  poacher  is  of  a  defiant,  nature,  and 
fond  of  showing  her  power,  she  does  not  care 
to  make  friends  with  the  wife;  and  then  it  is 
open  war,  and  not  a  masked  battery,  with 
certain  discomfiture  to  one  or  the  other  in  the 
future  It  is  such  an  exquisite  delight  to 
-time  women  to  make  men  regret  on  their  ac- 
count— lo  make  them  mourn  over  the  infatu- 
ation which  impelled  them  io  act  so  rashly, 
BO  prematurely.  If  only  they  hnd  waited!  if 
only  they  had  foreseen  the  possibilities  lying 
for  them  in  that  quiet  country  house — which, 
by  the  way.  they  never  would  have  seen  at  all 
bat  for  the  very  accideut  of  their  marriage. 
Hut  they  always  forgot  this  point,  and  pick 
out  the  circumstances  they  desire,  without 
taking  into  consideration  the  fact  which  led 
up  to  them,  and  which  they  do  not  desire 
When  a  woman  of  this  kind  receives  the  un- 
comfortable confessions  of  a  husband  just 
beginning  to  be  dissatisfied  with  his  choice; 
when  he  tells  her  with  a  deprecating  sigh — 
kindness  warring  with  his  discontent,  and  the 
remembrance  of  his  old  dreams  tempering 
the  harshness  of  his  waking  realitv — that  his 
wife  is  ail  very  well,  the  best  creature  in  the 
world,  he  dares  say,  a  great  deal  too  good  for 
him;  but  oh!  so  little  suited  to  him!— while 
mch  a  one  as  herself,  for  instance  (il  hard  hit, 
her  very  sell),  is  just  the  ideal  for  which  his 
whole  nature  longs — the  very  woman  cut  out 
for  him,  and  the  one  he  ought  to  have  mar- 
ried— she  has  attained  one  of  the  great  ends 
of  her  ambition:  she  has  come  between  a  wife 
and  her  preserves  and  has  carried  off  the 
host  of  her  produce. 

In  country  places  where  poacher  girls 
abound,  they  are  mainly  characterized  by 
great  walking  powers,  a  passion  for  riding, 
ami  an  inexhaustible  aptitude  for  croquet. 
Tho  wife,  poor  body,  probably  held  a  close

John  Bell  was  born  near  Xashviile.  Tana., 
February  18,  1707.  He  was  the  son  of  a 
farmer  in  moderate  circumstances,  who  was, 
however,  able  to  give  him  a  good  education 
at  Cumberland  College,  now  Nashville  Cni- 
versity,  where  he  graduated  in  1814  He 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1830,  and  settled  at  Franklin.  Williamson 
county,  Tenn.,  and  was  elected  to  the  State 
Senate  in  1SI7.  He  soon  saw  his  error  in  en- 
tering so  early  into  public  life,  and  declined 
a  re-election,  and  for  the  next  ten  years  of 
his  life  devoted  himself  to  his  profession.  In 
1820  he  became  a  candidate  for  Congress 
against  Felix  Grundy,  one  of  the  most  popu- 
lar men  in  the  Slate  of  Tennessee,  and  who 
had  the  powerful  support  of  Andrew  iftfthaai, 
then  a  candidate  for  the  Presidency  against 
John  Quincy  Adams.  Mr.  Bell  wis  elected. 
By  successive  elections  he  continued  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Representatives  for  four- 
teen years. 

He  entered  Congress  a  warm  admirer  of 
Mr.  Calhoun  and  strongly  opposed  to  the  pro- 
tective system,  against  which  he  made  a 
speech  in  1832.  Snbsequent  investigations 
and  reflection  induced  him  to  change  his 
opinions  on  that  subject.  He  was  opposed  to 
the  appropriation  of  money  by  the  generul 
government  for  roaJs  and  canals  in  the 
States,  except  in  the  case  of  some  great  road 
for  military  purposes,  like  the  Pacific  Rail- 
road, and  in  favor  of  the  policy  of  improving 
the  great  rivers  and  lake  harbors.  With  afi 
his  apparent  admiration  for  Mr.  Caahoan 
Mr.  Bell  opposed  the  South  Carolina  doctrine 
of  nullificstion  and  was  made  chairman  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, with  special  reference  to  the  ques- 
tions connected  with  that  subject  which 
might  have  to  be  considered  and  reported  ost. 
For  ten  years  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Affairs.  He  was  in  favor  of 
the  L'nited  States  B.itik.  though  he  voted 
against  ihe  bill  for  its  recharter  in  1802,  hi 
cause,  as  alleged,  he  believed  the  rabjeef  ■  \  \ 
brought  up  af  that  time — four  years  before 
the  expiration  of  the  old  charier — merely  lo 
defeat  General  Jackson  in  the  ensuing  Pre-i 
dential  election,  and  because  he  was  afraid 
the  President  would  veto  the  bill,  which 
ppoved  to  be  the  case.  He  protested  again  si 
the  removal  of  the  deposits,  and  refused  to 
vote  for  a  resolution  approving  that  measure. 
This  refusal  was  one  of  the  causes  which 
led  to  the  subsequent  breach  between  him- 
self aud  President  Jackson  and  the  democrat- 
ic party,  aud  finally  to  his  co-operation  with 
the  Whigs. 

This  change  of  party  relations  was  much 
accelerated  by  his  election  to  the  Speakership 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1834  Iu 
June,  of  that  year,  Mr.  Stevenson  resigned 
the  chair  upon  being  nominated  Minister  to 
Great  Britain,  and  Mr.  Bell  was  elected  to 
sticceed  him  in  opposition  to  James  K  Polk, 
afterwords  President  of  the  United  Statai 
who  was  the  candidate  of  the  administration 
and  the  Democratic  party.    Mr.   Bell  was 
supported  by  the  Whigs  and  a  portion  of  the 
Democratic  party  who  were  oppoied  to  she 
intended  nomination  of  Martin  Van  Bureu  as 
successor  to  General  Jackson.    The  princi-  i 
pa',  ground  of  Mr.  Bell's  opposition  to  Mr 
Van  Buten  was  his  strong  disapproval  of  the  ; 
system  of  removals  from  subordinate  otficei 
for  political  reasons — a  system  which  Hr 
Van  Buren  had  zealously  promoted  in   the  , 
party  conflicts  of  the  State  of  New  York,  ami 
which  it  was  supposed  he  inteuded  to  carry 
out  to  its  full  extent  in  the  administration  of 
the  Federal  Government     The  final  sep ..ra- 
tion of  Mr.  Bell  und  General  Jackson  took  ; 
place  in  183,">,  when  Mr.  Bell  declared  him- 
self in  favor  of  Judge  While  for  the  Presi- 
dency in  opposition  to  Mr.  Van  Buren.

I  felt  sincere  regret 
that  I  bad  not  sach  respect  for  the  Govern- 
ment oi  Athens  as  would  make  me  au  unhesi- 
tating "  Philhelleue. "  Yet  I  did  not  leave 
Greece  a  '* Turcophile,"  to  use  the  jargon  of 
the  Athenian  journals  Without  difliculty 
the  Turkish  Government  might  be  the  worst 
of  tbe  two.  Political  and  religious  liberty 
are  very  much  more  nearly  complete  in 
Greece  than  in  the  dominions  of  one  or  two 
of  the  Great  Powers.  But,  as  an  Knglish 
traveler.  I  should  feel  my  person  and  proper- 
ty more  safe  in  any  part  of  the  Turkish  Em- 
pire than  anywhere  in  Greece  beyond  a  radi- 
us of  fifty  miles  from  the  capital.  We  must, 
however,  speak  of  the  Greek  Government  ac 
cording  to  our  personal  experience,  and  I  am 
bound  to  -ay  this  would  lead  me  to  give  very 
favorable  witness.  We  had  seen  Athens 
crowded  with  Cretan  refugees,  and  without  a 
Parliament,  with  110  Legislature  but  the  King 
and  an  unpopular  ministry  The  country 
wua  excited,  and,  we  tuay  say.  deeply  impli- 
cated in  the  Crete  ,  and.  in  addition  to  these 
possible  causes  of  disorder,  we  had  seen  su- 
peradded a  general  election,  throughout  all  of 
which  most  perfect  order  was  maintained, 
without  any  appearauee  of  military  siipci-m.v 
cy.  We  were  pretectly  free  to  travel  where 
we  would  without  question  as  to  our  passport 
or  intentions,  aud  in  our  journeyings  we  met 
with  no  obstruction  or  hinderance.  As  no 
language  but  Gre^k  is  talked  in  the  interior, 
it  is  difficult  at  times  to  dispense  with  the 
service  of  a  guide:  yet,  if  possible,  these  vam- 
pires of  the  traveler  should  be  avoided.  If 
one's  ears  are  delicate,  it  is  an  advautage  to 
pass  over  the  swearing  without  understanding 
it,  for  the  temperate  Greeks  do  sometimes 
g;ve  way  to  expletives  with  a  rich  excess  of 
language  which  a  slow-tongued  but  angry 
Briton  mi^ht  envy.

General  RosecraKs  and  Sedowice.  were  ad- 
vertised in  San  Francisco  to  leave  that  city 
on  the  12th  instant  for  San  Diego,  the  seaport 
at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  State  of  Cal- 
ifornia, there  to  inaugurate  the  work  on  the 
San  Diego  and  Gila  Railroad,  and  Mr  Sew- 
ard was  also  to  be  present  to  assist  in  the 
ceremonies  of  breakiae  ground  Funds  suf- 
ficient to  build  the  road  to  the  Gila  river  have 
been  subscribed  This  is  the  beginning  of 
the  Southern  continental  railway  line.  A 
company  headed  by  General  Frsmokt,  has 
been  organized  East,  to  begin  at  Memphis. 
Tenr.  and  thence  to  build  a  road  southwest- 
wardly.  through  Arkansas  and  Texas,  to  El 
Paso  on  the  Rio  Grande,  thence  across  the 
tablelands  to  tbe  Gila  river,  and  down  its 
valley,  or  near  it.  to  a  junction  with  this  San 
Diego  branch 

From  the  Mississippi  river  this  is  a  much 
shorter  route  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  than  that 
of  the  Union  Pacific  road;  and  as  it  flanks 
tbe  P  -cky  Mountains  and  Sierra  Nevada  chain 
it  may  be  built  all  the  way  over  the  Plaius. 
It  is  also  below  the  region  of  interrupting 
snows,  and  the  work  of  building  it  and  of  run- 
ning it  when  completed  may  be  continued 
without  the  stoppage  of  a  day  from  wintry 
itorros  With  anything  like  the  enterprise 
which  built  the  Union  Pacific  this  Southern 
road  ought  to  be  finished  within  two  years, 
for  there  will  be  comparatively  little  to  do  in 
building  it  beyond  markiug  out  the  line  and 
layiug  the  ties  aud  rails  Wheti  finished  it 
will  be  the  main  line  for  through  travel ,  but 
there  will  be  work  enough,  not  only  for  tbe 
two  continental  roads,  which  will  then  be  in 
operation,  but  for  one  or  two  more  In  the 
building  np  of  half  a  dozen  new  States  the 
Union  Pacific  will  soon  be  an  immensely 
profitable  line,  and  so  with  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific in  tapping  tbe  undeveloped  resources  of 
Western  Texas  and  of  New  Mexico,  and  Ari- 
zona, and  of  the  Northern  States  of  the  Mex- 
ican republic,  and  the  vine  and  olive  lands  of

Caaaa,  September  15—11  P.  M  —  The  Cairo 
and  Kvansville  packet  Phantom,  an  old  stern- 
afcaaaaj  which  had  taken  the  place  of  the 
Quickstep  during  low  water,  exploded  her 
boilare,  aaaea  New  Liberty,  opp.-isite  8mith- 
land  this  morning,  killine  George  Nicholson, 
clerk,  and  five  others,  unknown.  No  other 
officers  were  loat,  but  some  were  injured. 
Charles  McFudden,  Express  Agent,  was  badly 
hurt  in  the  aiiLle,  but  not  dangerously.  All 
he  express  good.;  were  lost.  The  boat  is  a 
coi.iplele  wreck,  and  nearly  all  her  freight 
was  lost  Fortunately  she  had  a  slim  trip 
The  Phantom  was-  owned  in  Paducah,  and 
citizens  report  thnt  when  she  took  the  place 
of  the  Quickstep  her  boilers  were  in  such  bad 
condition  ns  to  compel  her  to  land  above  the 
city  and  repair  them  before  proceeding.  It 
is  probable  the  .steamers  Cumberland  and 
Phantom  were  inspected  by  the  same  Gov- 
ernment officer,  being  in  the  same  district 

I  he  officers  of  the  Clara  Scott,  just  arrived, 
give  additional  particulars.  The  Phantom  was 
in  the  middle  of  the  river,  six  hundred  yards 
above  New  Liberty,  when  the  accident  oc- 
curred, and  had  not  landed  for  four  hours. 
The  boat  immediately  sunk,  hut  the  water  is 
not  over  her.  except  a  small  portion  amid- 
ships The  boilers  are  both  gone  except  a 
small  portion,  weighing  one  hundred  pounds, 
left  lying  on  her  bow.  The  Clara  Soott  was 
two  miles  behind,  and  was  quickly  alongside, 
rendering  every  assistance  possible.  Capt. 
Dnnoan,  of  the  Scott  iound  the  body  of  Nich- 
olson under  the  wreck,  and  cut  it  out  with 
axes.  His  death  had  occurred  from  wounds 
in  the  head  and  abdomen.  His  right  arm 
was  broken  in  two  places.  The  body  is  at 
Paducah.  in  charge  of  relatives.  All  the 
trounded  were  taken  to  Paducah,  except  one 
negro,  who  was  lonnd  in  the  river  by  Mr. 
Sheerer,  of  New  Liberty,  and  taken  to 
Sheerer  s  house. 

David  Pierson,  mate  on  the  Ciunberlaud, 
when  thnt  boat  exploded,  was  mate  of  the 
Phantom.  He  was  again  injured  slightly,

The  entire  cost  of 
manure,  in  various  forms  used,  annually  costs 
about  $15,000  Sheep  are  claimed  as  the 
most  profitable  stock  he  keeps,  from  which 
are  realised  about  $20,000  a  year.  His  in- 
come from  the  whole  farm,  though  not  stnted, 
can  be  Jittle  less  than  $50,000  per  annum.

sweet  potatoes  in  it  in  boxes  or  barrels  and 
keep  them  in  a  warm  room  or  the  cellar 
close  up  to  the  floor  of  the  house,  and  you 
need  have  no  fear  but  that  your  potatoes  will 
be  as  good  in  the  spring  as  when  yon  packed 
them  away.

And  the  feeling  of  the  father,  the  brother, 
tlic  law**  and  the  husband,  when  bis  nature  is 
unperverted,  the  arms  that  caress  and  enfold 
him,  the  bosom  which  ia  the  dearest  home  his 
baad  aaa  have  on  earth,  Bhould  be  aa  escred 
as  was  the  holy  of  holies  in  the  days  o'f  the 
Jewish  cities. 

A  woman's  body  is  the  temple  of  her  soul, 
and  her  sonl's  outward  symbol.  What  we 
want  to  keep  pure,  holy  and  undeflled,  we  do 
not  expose  it  to  the  common  eyes  of  the  world, 
pure  and  impure,  to  gloat  upon. 

The  way  in  which  men  act,  as  a  body,  and 
express  themselves,  when  brought  face  to 
face  with  this  dress  reform  question,  is  incon 
distent,  unjust  and  ungenerous  toward  women, 
and  unworthy  of  themselves  as  gentlemen;

On  the  contrary  they  seem 
eager  to  push  her  into  a  'alse  position  by  hypo- 
critical compliments,  and  phrases  of  hollow 
admiration,  which  are  as  false  and  bitter 
Dead  Sea  fruit.  If  she  will  but  stop  to  analyze 
the  feelings  from  which  they  sprung,  the  mo- 
tives which  prompt  them.  Too  much  famil- 
iarity breeds  contempt.  No  one  knows  this 
better  than  the  man  who  watches  over  the 
dress  and  deportment  of  hia  wife  or  sister 
with  the  stern  jealousy  of  an  Oriental,  while 
at  the  same  time  he  blandly  encourages  the 
wives  and  daughters  and  sisters  of  other  men 
in  every  species  of  license 

Women  do  not  know — the  very  youog  ones 
especially — that  a  certain  dash  and  freedom 
in  the  style  of  dress  encourages  familiarity 
on  the  part  of  men  toward  them  They  too 
often  follow  bhndiy  after  the  reigning  mode, 
without  questioning  its  meaning,  or  the  effect 
ft  would  have  upoa  tae  men's  opinion  of  them. 
They  feel  strong  because  they  go  in  droves, 
and  in  droves  they  dare  to  indulge  io  a  style 
of  dress  for  which  any  woman  would  be  hoot- 
ed ont  of  society,  if  she  dared  appear  in  it 
alone,  and  on  any  occasion  for  which  it  is  not 
sanctioned  by  fashion.
